HOME AGAIN. 


The Arrival of Hie Survivors of the 


NEW YORK, May 28.—The steamer Cel- 


tic, of tho White Stai- line, having as 
passengers four of tho survivors of the

ing friends of the hardy Arctic voyagers, 
who were temporarily stopping at a hotel 
near tho buttery, and they hastily robed 
themselves and gathered at tlio United 
States barge office, where the steamboat 
Birkbeck awaited them.

of the approaching Celtic.

ocean steamer appproachcd [he Birkbeok, 
» tall, full bearded man of dark complex- 
ion, clothed in dark material, and wear- 
ing guarded eye-glasses, could bo seen 
npon her deck waving his hat. 
He was 


immediately recognized, and a joyful cry 
went n]) from the lips of his father aud 
mother. 
In a few minutes the two boats 


were close together, and in less time than 
it takes to toll, Lieut. Danenhower had 
jumped nn board the Birkbeck, aud was 
clasped in his mother's arms. 
The scone 


was an affecting one, and deeply moved 
all who witnessed it. Aftercongratiilations 
Lieul. Dauenhowerconductedhis weeping 
parents to his cabin on tho Celtic, where 
he introduced them to his fellow suffer- 
ers, J)r.

FARM AND GARDEN. 


SOWING riKAKS SEKI>. 


An important point in laying down 


land is to select such grasses and clovers 
as arc^most suitable. Thus all the, varie- 
ties possess affinities for particular soils, 
and the success or failure of tho future 
pasture or meadow depends very largely 
on the selection of suitable seeds. 
For 


instance, "meadow uiustr.U1' revels in a 
heavy, wet loam, but perishes on chalk 
and sand. 
"(Jrosted dogstaiF' will yield 


its full return of valuable cattle food on 
the chalk marls anil light loams, but soon 
dies rmt 011 cold clay. 
;tSwect vernal 


grass11 produces its beautifully scouted 
blossoms on tho lighter loiuns and medium' 
sands, but on a wet, black soil KOOU ceases 
to exist. 
"Perennial white clover" will 


ffuttjh sheep to perfection on rich land, 
but on poor soils will scarcely be worth 
sowing. 
Similar observations will prove 


true of other kinds. 


r,ATF. PT.AXTIN'f) OF COHN'. 


The spring has been so backward that 


in all probability favorable weather for 
crops will hold late into tho fall, the same 
as it did last year, and late corn will ma- 
ture : but however that may bo, corn can 
bo planted with Stoekbridge corn ma- 
nure Or Bowker's Hill and 
Drill Phos- 


phate until the 10th of Juno and insure a 
good crop. Those fertilizers will hasten 
the crop at least from two to throe weoks. 
Don't fail to plant corn, for it is sure to 
be scarce aud high, the great storm hav- 
ing destroyed much of that planted in 
the Western corn-growing districts, where 
the moist soil is slow to get into condi- 
tion fit for replanting. High prices fin- 
grain are at hand, and it is wise to raise 
corn, for in New England it is tho surest 
crop grown, and the fodder will pay for 
the fertilizer. 


MlUjKT AND HUNGARIAN. 


Under favorable circumstances thore 


are few forage plants which will produce 
such satisfactory crops with so little labor 
as millet or Hungarian. These two plants 
arc so nearly alike iu their characteristics 
that tho farmer may treat thorn as one*. 
It is well to remember that both are hot 
weather plants, and no greater mistake 
can be mad« in this connection than tho 
attempt to got them into tho ground too 
oarly in tho season. 
Seldom is it safe in 


this section to got in the seed during the 
month of May. 
It is far better to delay 


oven tho plowing for this crop until tlio 
oarly part of Juno. 
Where- tfto early 


planting is practiced tho millot gormi- 
uates so much slower than the weeds that 
at tho harvest the tat tor arc in tho ma- 
jority, and instead nf millol or Hungarian 
wo liavo n largo admixture of barnyard 
grass, pig weed, wormwood, and, in fa tit, 
almost overy variety of noxiourt growths 
which it is possible for a woody pioco 
of land under a heavy cout of nmmiro to 
produce. 


Onr practice with this crop is to allow 


the land to remain until tho first of Juno, 
and then plow miclor Hneh a light crop of 
wuodn as mit,y,lmvG mmlo its appearance. 
[« tbir, way A nlwui crop of milhu. nwy bo 


secured, and the woods utilized as a crop 
for green manuring. Thus, laic plowing 
is luAtlu to do double duty, lailtivating 
the soil and anticipating the effective 
hoeing of weedit at one and the same op- 
eration. 


Hungarian comes off a little too late to 


allow of planting corn upon tho same 
soil, as a late crop for the silo, but it will 
admit of a sowing of barley, which Litter 
can either be fed green the last of Octo- 
ber or preserved in the silo, where it 
would make excellent ensilage, mixed 
with clover and rowen. On a'given piece 
of land a crop of grass may be cut the 
first of July, the sod turned under with a 
dressing of barnyard manure harrowed 
in, or some special fertilizer applied, 
then 
thu 
millet 
or 
the 
Hunga- 


rian 
sown, 
and 
by 
the 
middle 


of September a large crop of millet or 
Hungarian rowcn secured. After this is 
harvested ft g'>»'l crop of winter rye can 
be put in the same ground for spring 
feed. 
During tho subsequent spring, 


after tho ryo is removed, either millet or 
corn can be sown to advantage. 


Of millet the farmer should not expect 


upward of two tons to the acre, and of 
corn fodder probably twenty tons is a 
high average for well manured fields. It 
should ha borno iu mind that no other 
forago crop is so nutritious as millet, aud 
consequently none takes so much fertil- 
izing mnttor from the soil. When first 
KOWU in this section such was the princi- 
pal testimonyagaiiistmillet asa farm crop, 
it drew so heavily upon the fertility of the 
soil. Millet may be advantageously used as 
a crop to follow ft growth of sweet fod- 
der corn, which 1ms been fed 
green 


in order to eke out some poor, old, run- 
down pasture. The growth of millet or 
Hungarian, being so , .tipid, it affords 
many changes in the routine of farm 
practice not thought of when first intro- 
duced with us, hence it is yearly becom- 
ing a more popular crop. 
Again, the 


succesK of the system of ensilage will 
stimulate the raising of more than one 
forage crop per annum on'tho acre under 
tillage. Where green rye has been cut 
a crop of corn 
forage may be ob- 


tained, its cultivation 
costing 
more. 


it is true, than green millet, yet there will 
be no comparison between the cost of the 
corn and of the rye. and both cau be pre- 
served in the silo. 
One groat aclvautftge 


in the cultivation of millet is tho fact that 
it cau be sown after tho farmer knows the 
possible extent of his maiii winter forage 
resources, aud can thus make up for any 
probable shortage. — -[American Cultivator.

The iron dice of destiny decided that 


this idea should prevail. 


It was from the stubborn soil of New 


England, through granite and chilled by 
icy winds, that the idea of nationality 
grew and flourished best. 
The descend- 


ants of such men as Koger Williams, 
driven about by political and religious 
fanatics, attacked by murderous savages, 
besieged by hunger, learned tha value of 
joining hands and transmitted the knowl- 
edge fo a later posterity. 
Individualism, 


like despot ism, IK the product of warm cli- 
mates. The typical Southerner is it noble- 
iimtj, pr«f«rring ihe solitude of a title and 
hating the profane vulgar. The represen- 
tative Northerner is a Kepnbh'eau who takes 
his private wrongs and his public griefs 
before the Witenagemote, the council of 
he wise, to be adjudicated. 
It was 


the vindication of this theory which 
makes 
ns 
still 
the .United States. 


But the Northern forces were sustained 
by 
a sentiment stronger even than 


love of 
the 
Union, for 
it was one 


which appealed 
to their stern mor- 


al nature, 
their 
Bimse of right aud 


justice. Their battle cry should have 
been like that of Cromwell's men at 
Naseby, "The Lord of Hosts is with us." 
because they were lighting for the en- 
franchisement of a wretched, ignorant;, 
slave class, living amongst us, yet not of 
ns, not enjoying our vaunted American 
freedom, social and political outcasts, 
lower in some respects than the pariah 
castes of India. 
I 


There was a divine fury in (he blow 


which your free-born New Englauder 
struck for such as these. 
He took away 


onr reproach from before tho nations, and 
left no more upon the pages of history of 
this accursed Institution than wind and 
vave have left of the wrecked slaver 
which now lios in this harbor. 


We may not question the morality of 


the slave-holders. 
Many of them, as you 


well know, were men of patriarchal good- 
ness, like Job. holding bond servants, but 
like him also in fearing God aud es- 
chewing evil. Slavery was au inherit- 
ance from their fathers, approved by 
precedent, allowed by the press and the 
clergy, and a calm, unprejudiced judg- 
ment cannot condemn those who endeav- 
ored to preserve it. 
But as it was au ob- 


stacle before the slow-moving progress of 
universal freedom it was forced to give 
way to it. 
If we are men of tender sym- 


pathies we must be touched by the desti- 
tution which sm>b n vast upheaval of so- 
ciety has occasioned.
